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NAPOLEONIC  MEDALS: 
WAR  AGAIN

BRAMSEN  267.  ARM  FOR  PEACE  (14mm)  (Illustration  enlarged) 


Obverse:  ARM  FOR  PEACE.  The  helmeted  head  of  a classical  warrior. 

Reverse:  TO  BONAPARTE.  A crane  facing  left,  standing  on  one  leg,  the 

other  raised  and  holding  a rock.  In  the  left  field  an  olive  branch, 
in  the  right,  a thunderbolt.  Below,  DENON,  GENERAL  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
CENTRAL  MUSEUM  OF  ARTS,  1803.  (DENON  DIR.G.D.MUSEE  C.D.ARTS)  On  a 
variety  of  this  piece  (Bramsen  268)  the  reverse  inscription  reads 
DENON  DIRECTEUR  G.D.M.C.) 

The  irregular  shape  of  this  medal  is  due  to  its  having  been  struck  free, 
that  is  not  within  a collar.  This  medal  is  usually  called  "Negotiations 
with  England".  The  helmeted  Bonaparte  on  the  obverse  is  clearly  model- 
led after  the  ancient  coins  of  Phrygia,  while  the  bird  on  the  reverse, 
usually  incorrectly  called  an  ibis,  represents  the  crane  of  Pliny  the 
Elder's  description.  He  is  the  guard  of  the  flock,  and  stands  on  one 
foot,  cluthing  a rock  in  the  other,  so  that  if  he  falls  asleep  on  duty 
he  will  drop  the  rock  into  the  water  and  thus  awaken  himself.  This 
emblem  is  found  on  earlier  medals,  usually  with  other  cranes  sleeping 
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and  with  the  legend  VIGILAT  UT  QUIESCANT  (He  guards  so  they  may  sleep). 
Hennin  428  is  an  example  of  the  type  in  more  complete  form,  dated 
to  1713.  The  designs  of  many  of  the  Napoleonic  medals  are  strongly 
reminiscent  of  earlier  medals.  Often  the  symbols,  such  as  the  weird 
thunderbolt  here,  date  back  to  antiquity. 

BRAMSEN  271.  TREATY  OF  AMIENS  BROKEN;  HANNOVER  OCCUPIED  (40mm) 


Obverse:  THE  TREATY  OF  AMIENS  BROKEN  BY  ENGLAND  IN  MAY  OF  1803. 

A leopard  crouched  left,  chewing  up  a scroll.  In  the  exerque,  DENON 
DIRECTED,  JEUFFROY  MADE  IT. 

Reverse:  HANNOVER  OCCUPIED  BY  THE  FRENCH  ARMY  IN  JUNE  OF  1803.  In 

the  exergue,  STRUCK  WITH  SILVER  FROM  THE  MINES  OF  HANNOVER  IN  THE 
FOURTH  YEAR  OF  BONAPARTE.  A winged  victory  riding  a horse  right, 
holding  out  a laurel  wreath. 

The  leopard  is  an  older  symbol  of  England,  although  heraldic  artists 
didn't  know  what  a leopard  looked  like  and  so  adopted  the  convention 
that  a lion  with  his  head  in  profile  was  a lion  but  a lion  with  his 
head  facing  you  was  a leopard!  Originally  the  English  hallmarks  in- 
cluded a leopard's  head.  Here  we  see  the  leopard  tearing  up  the 
treaty.  The  die  of  the  medal  was  deliberately  manipulated  to  produce 
the  die  break  beneath  the  French  word  rompu,  broken.  One  of  the  fatal 
flaws  in  the  Treaty  of  Amiens  between  France  and  Great  Britain  was 
that  it  did  not  reestablish  the  commercial  treaties  which  had  been 
nullified  by  the  recent  war.  First  Consul  Bonaparte  wanted  to  develop 
French  industry  by  banning  imports  from  England.  Other  causes  of  the 
resumption  of  war  were  the  British  occupation  of  Malta  and  South 
Africa,  French  designs  on  the  near  east,  Italy,  Switzerland,  and 
Germany. 

The  sketch  for  the  reverse  was  drawn  by  Chaudet.  A horse  running 
free  was  the  symbol  of  the  British  king's  possessions  in  Germany. 

The  occupation  of  Hannover  was  about  all  Bonaparte  could  immediately 
do  in  response  to  the  British  declaration  of  war,  aside  from  declar- 
ing all  British  subjects  then  in  France  prisoners  of  war. 

The  transition  from  First  Consul  Bonaparte  to  Napoleon,  Emperor  of 
the  French  Republic,  was  assisted  by  another  plot  against  him.  Eng- 
land was  the  haven  for  many  of  the  French  aristocrats  who  had  escap- 
ed the  guillotine  during  the  revolution;  the  British  government  sub- 
sidized these  refugees  and  junior  government  officials  assisted  them 
in  mounting  a plot  to  assassinate  First  Consul  Bonaparte.  (See  the 
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evidence  of  government  involvement  in  Rose's  Life  of  Napoleon.)  The 
First  Consul  had  a wel 1 -organi zed  intelligence  operation;  his  secret 
police  infiltrated  the  subversive  groups  and  carefully  watched  the 
plotters.  The  chief  actors  in  the  plot  had  already  been  arrested 
when  a spy  reported  that  a prince  of  the  blood  royal  living  in  Baden 
had  been  seeing  a General  Demouriez,  an  exiled  officer  of  the  Royal 
French  Army,  and  that  this  Prince  (the  Duke  of  Enghien,  heir  of  the 
House  of  Conde,  a branch  of  the  Bourbons)  had  secretly  met  with  the 
plotters  in  Paris. 


Napoleon  sent  troops  into  Baden  to  kidnap  the  Duke  and  bring  him  to 
France  (15  March  1804);  he  was  tried  by  a court  martial,  condemned, 
and  shot.  Although  the  Duke  of  Enghien  was  in  the  pay  of  England 
and  had  borne  arms  against  the  Republic,  he  had  no  connection  with 
the  plotters.  His  execution  confirmed  Great  Britain  in  its  enmity 
toward  Bonaparte,  alienated  the  Czar  of  Russia,  and  changed  the 
First  Consul  into  the  Emperor. 


BRAMSEN  294.  THE  DUKE  OF  ENGHIEN  (40mm) 


Obverse:  L.A.H.  DE  BOURBON  CONDE,  DUKE  OF  ENGHIEN.  Uniformed  bust 

left,  signed  E.  GATTEAUX. 

Reverse:  HE  DIED  A HERO.  A saddled  riderless  horse  right,  behind  a 

helmet,  sword,  tent,  and  a shield  bearing  the  three  fleurs-de-lis  of 
Bourbon,  with  an  abbreviated  bend  sinister,  called  in  French  heraldry 
a baston.  Exergue:  VINCENNES,  21  MARCH  1804. 

This  medal  is  post-Napoleoni c,  struck  during  the  reign  of  Louis 
XVIII  to  commemorate  the  Duke.  Old  French  law  offered  three  ways  to 
legitimize  a bastard:  the  father  married  the  mother,  the  father 

simply  admitted  paternity,  or  the  king  declared  the  bastard  legitimate. 

BRAMSEN  422.  LIGURIA  REUNITED  TO  FRANCE  MDCCCV  (40mm) 

(Illustrated  on  following  page) 

Standard  obverse  by  Andrieu. 

Reverse:  The  toga-clad  emperor  welcomes  a woman  in  classical  costume. 

Behind  him,  an  eagle;  behind  her,  a ship.  Sianed  in  the  field,  BRENET 
F.,  DENON  D.  Exergue:  LIGURIA  REUNITED  TO  FRANCE,  1805. 
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Napoleon  was  particularly  happy  to  acquire  Liguria  (the  Italian  Riv- 
iera and  Genoa)  because  this  gave  him  a source  of  sailors  for  the 
French  navy  as  well  as  denying  to  the  British  their  chief  commercial 
ports  for  northern  Italy. 

BRAMSEN  318.  THE  CAMP  AT  BOULOGNE  (40mm) 


Obverse:  LEGIONARY  HONOR  TO  THE  BRAVE  MEN  IN  THE  ARMY.  The  laureate 

Emperor,  seated  in  an  elevated  curile  chair,  distributing  decorations 
to  soldiers.  Exergue:  AT  BOULOGNE,  16  AUGUST  1804.  DENON  DIRECTED, 

JEUFFROY  MADE  IT. 

Reverse:  OATH  OF  THE  ARMY  FOR  ENGLAND  TO  THE  EMPEROR  etc.  A diagram 

showing  the  arrangement  of  the  troops  during  the  ceremony  of  present- 
ing the  cross  of  the  Legion  of  Honor. 

The  obverse  design,  inspired  by  a Roman  coin,  was  drawn  by  Percier 
for  Jeuffroy  to  engrave. 

The  plan  was  to  revolutionize  England  which  General  Bonaprte  had 
postponed  until  after  his  Egyptian  campaign  was  taken  up  again.  An 
army  was  assembled  on  the  English  Channel  and  Le  Moniteur  was  filled 
with  articles  about  it,  ranging  from  "How  bravely  our  boys  are  bear- 
ing up  under  the  hardship  of  living  in  tents"  to  "The  oligarchs  in 
London  are  quaking  in  their  boots."  Money  was  raised  by  public  sub- 
scription to  build  boats.  The  Bayeux  tapestry,  a strip  of  linen  231 
feet  long  and  20  inches  wide  embroidered  in  eight  colors  of  worsted 
with  illustrations  of  the  conquest  of  England  by  the  Normans,  appar- 
ently made  for  Odo,  Bishop  of  Bayeux,  in  the  eleventh  century,  was 
brought  to  Paris  and  exhibited.  "We  did  it  before  and  we  can  do  it 
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published  a letter  to  the  editor  from  Tom  Paine,  telling  of  his 
part  in  the  earlier  plans. 

"The  original  plan  conceived  by  the  Directorate  (but  which 
is  today  much  more  extensive)  was  to  build  a thousand  long 
boats,  each  sixty  feet  long  and  sixteen  wide,  drawing  about 
two  feet  of  water,  and  each  was  to  carry  a cannon  of  24  or 
36  and  a field  piece.  Each  boat  was  to  carry  one  hundred 
men,  making  in  all  one  hundred  thousand,  and  was  to  be  man- 
oeuvred by  twenty  or  twenty  five  oars  on  each  side.  Bona- 
parte was  named  to  command  the  expedi ti on  and,  in  accordance 
with  an  agreement  I had  with  him,  I was  to  accompany  him, 
seeing  that  the  aim  of  the  expedition  was  to  furnish  the 
English  people  the  occasion  to  choose  for  themselves  a gov- 
ernment, and  by  that  means  to  bring  about  peace. 

"Since  the  expedition  could  take  place  at  will,  whether 
after  a storm  which  would  disperse  the  English  fleet  or 
whether  taking  advantage  of  a calm  or  a fog,  and  since  it 
only  required  thirty  six  hours  to  row  across,  it  was  prob- 
able that  the  fleet  would  arrive  at  its  destination,  and 
from  then  on  it  would  not  have  to  fear  the  approach  of  the 
ships  of  the  line  and  the  great  frigates,  because  of  the 
shallows  along  the  coast.  Then  the  boats  would  have  form- 
ed a floating  battery  of  a thousand  pieces  of  artillery 
along  the  shore,  and  the  attempts  of  Lord  Nelson  against 
the  gunboats  of  Boulogne  is  the  proof  that  large  ships  can 
do  nothing  in  such  a case.  About  250  gunboats  had  already 
been  built  when  the  expedition  was  abandoned  for  that  of 
Egypt,  which  was  only  undertaken  then  to  fool  the  British." 

(I  have  translated  from  Le  Moniteur,  14  July  1804,  which  got  the 
letter  third  hand  from  the  English  Morning  Chronicle.  Mr.  Paine 
was  no  longer  persona  grata  after  Bonaparte  became  First  Consul. 

A letter  of  5 April  1800  reads,  "You  will  inform  M.  Payne  that  the 
police  have  been  notified  that  he  is  behaving  badly,  and  that  at  the 
first  complaint  against  him  he  will  be  sent  back  to  America,  his 
country. ") 

BRAMSEN  320.  THE  TWO  THOUSAND  BOATS  (40mm) 


Standard  obverse  by  Droz. 
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Reverse:  IN  THE  YEAR  XII  2000  BOATS  HAVE  BEEN  BUILT.  A classically 

dressed  hero  is  subduing  the  English  leopard.  On  the  ground  behind 
the  hero  is  the  letter  D.;  in  the  exergue  is  our  mint  director, 

DENON  DIREXIT,  and  the  year,  1804. 

The  reverse  refers  to  one  of  the  labors  of  Hercules,  probably  his 
kidnapping  of  Cerberus,  the  hound  of  hell.  There  is  a variety  of 
this  medal  (Bramsen  319)  which  has  the  reverse  legend  CAMP  OF  BOUL- 
OGNE, YEAR  12  OF  THE  FRENCH  REPUBLIC. 

BRAMSEN  364.  THE  INVASION  OF  ENGLAND  (40mm) 


Obverse:  Laureate  bust  of  Napoleon  right  signed  JEUFFROY  FECIT/ 

DENON  DIREXIT. 

Reverse:  DESCENTE  EN  ANGLETERRE.  A man  holding  aloft  a merman  who 

tries  to  touch  the  water.  Below,  FRAPPEE  A LONDRES,  EN  1804. 

BRAMSEN  2188.  THE  INVASION  OF  ENGLAND  (40mm) 


Obverse:  NAPOLEON  EMP.  ET  ROI.  Laureate  bust  right,  signed  on  the 

truncation  DROZ  FECIT.  In  the  lower  left  field,  DENON  DIREXI,  with 
a bar  underneath. 

Reverse:  Imitative  of  Bramsen  364  (above). 

The  British  have  had  great  fun  with  this  medal,  the  dies  for  which 
were  prepared  before  they  were  needed.  Only  a single  specimen  of 
Bramsen  364  has  been  reported;  the  illustration  here  is  from  a bronzed 
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lead  cast.  The  first  English  strikes  (Bramsen  365)  have  an  edge  in- 
scription, "Copied  from  the  French  medal",  and  the  word  FRAPPEE  is 
incorrect,  lacking  an  E.  Bramsen  2188  (illustrated)  is  a later  Eng- 
lish production.  The  bar  below  DENON  DIREXI  is  where  the  1806  date 
has  been  gouged  from  the  die,  since  it  did  not  agree  with  the  date 
on  the  reverse.  The  type  refers  to  mythology.  Hercules  was  able  to 
defeat  Antaeus,  the  son  of  Mother  Earth,  by  holding  him  in  the  air, 
out  of  touch  with  the  earth,  from  which  he  drew  his  strength.  The 
analogy  is  rather  unhappy,  since  Great  Britain  drew  her  strength 
from  the  ocean,  and  there  was  no  way  Napoleon  could  forbid  her  that. 

The  die  for  this  medal  was  later  given  a new  legend,  THE  BRITISH  COM- 
PLETELY CUT  OFF  FROM  THE  WORLD,  signed  by  Denon  and  Jeuffroy,  dated 
1806  (Bramsen  550).  Copies  of  this  medal  are  almost  unknown. 

The  invasion  plans  fell  through  in  1805,  when  a scheme  to  lure  the 
British  ships  away  from  the  channel  failed  and  the  Austrians,  backed 
by  British  gold  and  supported  by  Russian  promises  of  assistance, 
mounted  an  attack  aimed  through  Italy  at  France,  leading  to  the 
First  Austrian  Campaign.

CHURCHILL  CROWN  DESIGNER 


Do  you  know  the  story  of  how  the  1965  coin  honoring  Sir  Winston  Chur- 
chill came  about?  Or  who  the  creator  of  the  coin  design  is?  The 
November,  1965  issue  of  Sedby's  Coin  & Medal  Bulletin  reminds  us, 
through  a reprinting  of  the  Yorkshire  Evening  Post  (Leeds),  4 August 
1965: 

"A  chance  meeting  in  Marrakesh  in  1950  between  Sir  Winston  Chur- 
chill and  Jugoslav-born  sculptor  Oscar  Nemon  resulted  in  Mr. 

Nemon  being  responsible  for  the  design  of  the  special  5 S(hilling) 
piece  bei ng  mi nted  to  commemorate  Si r Winston . The  coin,  first  to 
bear  the  head  of  a commoner  together  with  that  of  the  Queen,  (was) 
issued  by  all  banks  from  October  (1965)  and  be  legal  tender.  Mr. 
Nemon  'who  is  now  a British  citizen  and  living  in  London'  became 
a close  friend  of  Sir  Winston  was  chosen  by  him  to  create  the 
marble  bust  of  himself  to  be  given  to  the  Queen  for  Windsor  Castle. 
It  is  from  this  work  that  Mr.  Nemon  took  his  design  for  the  coin 
of  Sir  Winston  wearing  his  siren  suit,  his  familiar  war-time  ap- 
parel."

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cAJALoaxna  coins  with  computers

Twelve  years  ago  I was  trying  to  make  a list  of  all  of  the  sovereign 
Indian  states/rulers  who  had  issued  coins  and  the  coin  legends. 
(This  is  before  Dr.  Mitchiner’s  encyclopaedic  catalogs  and  before 
I realized  the  immensity  of  the  project)  About  the  time  that  the 
index  cards  had  reached  threatening  proportions,  a friend  sug- 
gested that  a hobby  computer  was  the  only  workable  approach. 
The  index  cards  obviously  weren’t  going  to  do  it  so  I built  a hobby 
computer.  Hobby  computers,  at  that  time  could  about  handle  lists 
of  text,  which  could  be  “edited”  - with  enough  care  and  effort. 

Six  years  ago  I was  so  impressed  by  the  sketch  maps  in  John 
Deyall’s  work  on  Northwest  Indian  coins  that  I decided  that  I 
wanted  a computer  which  could  draw  sketch  maps.  A year  later 
the  Apple  Macintosh™  fulfilled  this  requirement. 

STATERS  WITH  THE  NAME  TORAMANA  WERE  ISSUED  BOTH  IN  ELECTRUM  IN  THE  "STAN- 
DARD" STYLE  FOR  THE  PUNJAB  AND  IN  COPPER  - EVOLVING  INTO  THE  "STANDARD" 
KASHMIRI  STYLE. 


Last  year  the  introduction  of  the  Apple  Macintosh  II™  made  it 
possible  to  move  actual  photographs  of  coins  into  computer 
memory  and  display  them  on  the  computer  screen  - without  a 
government  grant.  The  resolution  of  laser  printers  makes  it 
possible  to  print  these  photographs  from  the  computer.  Examples 
of  these  are  shown  below.

The  technique  that  I’m  using  requires  a combination  of 
hardware  and  software;  The  Apple  Macintosh  II  computer  is, 
I believe,  unique  in  that  it  assigns  one  eight  bit  “Bite”  of 
video  memory  for  each  pixel  (little  dot)  on  the  screen.  This 
allows  it  to  vary  the  light  intensity  (grey  scale)  of  each 
pixel  through  256  “grey  scales”  (most  computers  can  only 
turn  the  dot  on  or  off  - black  or  white  - two  grey  scales). 
This  feature  gives  the  MaC.  II  the  capability  to  display  very 
realistic  photographs  on  it’s  screen  (the  pictures  above 
lookalotbetteronthescreenthanthe  print-outs).  The  next 
problem  is  to  get  the  photographs  into  computer  memory. 
I’m  using  the  “Thunderscan”  scanner,  which  is  the  least 
expensive  scanner  on  the  market.  It  replaces  the  ribbon 
cartridge  in  the  printer.  The  scanning  software  moves  the 
photograph  forward  through  the  printer  1/72  inch  per  pass 
and  makes  a three  dimensional  map  (“X”,  “Y”  and  light 
intensity)  having  32  grey  scales  of  the  photograph.  The 
resolution  (smallest  square  that  it  can  distinguish)  of  the 
“Thunderscan”  is  1/72  nd.  of  an  inch.  This  is  totally 
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inadequate  to  capture  the  details  on  most  coins.  I overcome 
this  problem  by  enlarging  the  photographs  toshow  the  coins 
at  about  four  times  actual  size  (giving  a resolution  of  288 
dots/inch)  and  then  shrinking  them  to  twice  the  actual  size 
of  the  coin  (the  resolution  of  the  printer  is  the  limitation 
on  printed  size).  I’ve  tried  scanners  with  300  dots- per- inch 
resolution-thefinalresultswerethesameandthescanner 
cost  was  higher  by  a factor  of  ten.  The  scans  must  be  saved 
as  a “TIFF”  file  (I  have  no  idea  what  a “TIFF”  file  is;  but,  the 
technique  works).  Flaving  saved  the  “scans”  as  “TIFF”  fiies, 
these  files  can  then  be  read  into  a photograph  editor 
software  program  called  “Image  Studio”  and  edited.  The 
background  around  the  coin  in  the  photograph  is  cleared  and 
any  enhancement  is  performed.  This  picture  editor  can 
change  the  contrast,  lighten  or  darken  the  photograph  or 
change  the  shade  of  individual  pixels,  about  5/100, OOOths 
of  a square  inch.  This  permits  the  field  around  the  design 
to  be  taken  to  a uniform  shade  of  gray,  bringing  out  the 
design  more  clearly.  The  better  the  quality  of  the  photo- 
graph, the  less  editing  is  required  - my  current  limitation 
is  my  inexperience  in  photography.  The  edited  photograph  is 
saved  (still  as  a “TIFF”  file)  at  whatever  ratio  of  magnifi- 
cation is  required  to  give  an  image  twice  the  size  of  the 
coin.  The  coin  photographs  are  then  pasted  into  a desktop 
publishing  software  program,  “Pagemaker",  where  the 
accompanying  text  and  sketches  showing  the  Sanskrit 
syllables  can  be  added.  The  coin  photographs  remain  as 
separate  objects  in  “Pagemaker”  and  can  be  re-arranged  at 
will.  The  resulting  “Pagemaker”  file  can  then  be  printed  on 
a laser  printer  to  give  the  results  above.  The  laser  printer 
must  include  the  “Postscript”  software.  The  resolution  of 
the  laser  printer  determines  the  number  of  grey  scales 
shown  (a  300  dot-per-inch  printer  will  divide  each  of  the  72 
dot-per-inch  pixels  from  “Pagemaker”  into  sixteen  pixels 
- thus  permitting  16  grey  scales  on  the  print-out). 

I can  save  a “Pagemaker”  file  with  the  photographs  of  about 
40  coins  on  an  800  kilo  bite  flexy  disk.  The  new  “WORM”  disk 
drives,  with  a disk  capacity  of  800  megabites  would  permit 
the  photographs  of  4,000  coins  to  be  stored  on  a disk.  These 
should  be  improved  in  the  near  future  to  about  six  times  the 
current  capacity  or  about  25,000  coin  photographs  per  disk. 
Maps,  etc.  can  easily  be  scanned  and  added  to  the  desktop 
publishing  files.  I believe  that  this  is  going  to  be  the 
method  for  coin  publications  in  the  future! 
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At  this  stage,  I’m  developing  the  techniques  and  looking  for 
the  limits.  My  interest  is  as  much  in  history  as  coins.  I'm 
developing  a text  file  of  history  and  a graphics  file  of  maps 
which  can  be  spliced  with  the  coin  pictures.  Anyone 
interested  in  additional  information  or  wishing  to  try  this 
technique  please  feel  free  to  contact  me.

THE  STRICT  FORM  OF  PROPER  NAMES  FOR  ROMANS 

R.  R.  Kutcher , Lincoln,  Nebraska , NI  # 1289 

The  proper  names  of  the  Romans,  especially  during  the  republic  and 
early  empire,  followed  a strict  form.  While  the  Greeks  assigned  only 
one  name  to  each  individual,  the  Romans,  who  allowed  but  one  name  for 
their  slaves,  gave  each  citizen  three  and  even  four,  especially  when 
they  were  adopted.  .Among  these  Romans  there  were  "gentes"  and  "familiae" 
where  the  familiae  (family)  as  a species  were  comprehended  under  the 
gentes.  Those  gentes,  gens,  or  race,  was  made  up  of  many  families  or 
branches.  Thus  the  gens  "Cornelia"  had  for  its  families  the  Blasiones, 
Cethegi , Dolabellae,  Lentuli,  Scipiones,  etc.  As.  an  example, "Publius 
Cornelius  Sci pi o",  where  the  praenomen  served  to  distinguish  each  person, 
such  as  "Publius",  and  the  nomen  "Cornelius"  designated  the  race  from 
which  he  came,  and  the  surname  "Sci pi o"  marked  the  family  to  which  he 
immediately  belonged.  To  these  names,  a fourth  name  called  "agnomen" 
was  added  on  account  of  adoption,  or  in  reward  for  some  great  exploit, 
and  even  for  some  personal  defect  or  peculiarity.  Thus  Publius  Cor- 
nelius Scipio  had  the  additional  appellative  of  "Africanus"  for  his 
conquests  and  services  to  the  Republic  in  Africa. 

It  has  been  said  that  during  the  Republic  the  Romans  took  great  care 
to  preserve  and  hand  down  the  names  which  came  to  them  by  descent  from 
their  ancestors.  The  eldest  son  usually  took  the  proper  name  of  his 
father  and  the  younger  sons,  it  appears,  assumed  indifferently  other 
names.  Under  the  Imperial  Government  of  Rome  the  people  gradually  re- 
laxed their  attention  to  these  rules.  Then,  when  the  Emperor  Caracalla 

made  it  a law  to  bestow  citizenship 
indiscriminately  on  all  the  subjects 
of  the  empire,  the  ancient  customs, 
with  regards  to  names,  was  entirely 
forgotten  and  everyone  called  him- 
self what  he  pleased.  Even  with 
this  law,  Caracalla  continued  with 
all  of  his  names  on  his  coins,  like 
the  one  illustrated  here  with  "M 
(Marcus)  AVREL  (Aurelius)  ANTONINVS 
PIVS  AVG  (Augustus)  BRIT  (Britiani- 
cus),  using  the  old  customs.

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THE  MINES  DE  KHAOTREE  TOKEN 


John  F.  Yarwood,  Horsham , Victoria,  AUSTRALIA,  NI  If 1471 


The  Mines  de  Khaotree  token  from  Thailand  is  a rather  interesting  item 
that  occasionally  appears  at  auction.  Illustrated  is  a piece  in  my 
collection  which  is  copper  and  is  31.9  mm.  in  diameter. 

The  obverse  shows  a bust  of  King  Rama  V who  reigned  in  Thailand  between 
1876  and  1910.  The  king's  name  appears  in  two  lines  of  Thai  Sanskrit; 
the  upper  line  reading:  Somdej  Phra  Paramintaramaha  Chulalongkorn.  and 
the  lower  line  reading:  Phra  Chulachomklao  Chaoyoohua.  Two  stylised 
flowers  separate  these  lines.

The  reverse  has  the  words  Mines  de  Khaotree  around  the  two  edge  and 
"GetT"  at  the  bottom  edge  with  a five-pointed  star  on  either  side. 

The  Mines  de  Khaotree  token  I believe  was  first  issued  to  commemorate 
the  opening  of  a French  tin  mine  in  the  Khaotree  district  of  southern 
Thailand,  most  likely  between  1876  and  1907  because  the  obverse  design 
is  exactly  the  same  as  that  of  the  silver  one  Baht  coin  issued  between 
1876  and  1902. 

The  Thai  authorities  say  that  it  was  a private  commemorative  issue  with 
no  monetary  value.  But  Howard  A.  Daniel, III,  author  of  the  THE  CATALOG 
AND  GUIDEBOOK  OF  SOUTHEAST  ASIAN  COINS  AND  CURRENCY,  Volume  1 France 
(2nd  Edition  published  1978  by  BNR  Press)  disagrees  with  the  Thai 
authorities  for  several  reasons: 

(a)  The  obverse  is  identical  to  that  of  the  one  Baht  coin. 

(b)  There  are  three  varieties:  one  in  brass  and  two  in  copper  dif 

fering  in  thickness  and  weight. 

(c)  There  are  two  different  die  varieties  in  copper. 

(d)  Many  pieces  are  well  worn  indicating  possible  circulation  as  an 
alternative  to  the  two  Att  copper  coins  of  similar  size. 

Mr.  Daniel  has  suggested  to  me  a possible  mintage  of  7500  of  each 
var iety . 

The  whole  story  of  the  Mines  de  Khaotree  token  may  never  be  known  but  I 
favour  the  theory  that  it  started  out  as  a commemorative  medal  and  then 
was  struck  in  increased  numbers  to  alleviate  a coin  shortage  or  to  tie 
miners  to  a company  store.

Boadicea , the  warrior  queen  of  the  Iceni,  an  ancient  British  tribe, 
had  issued  coins,  according  to  a computer  study  by  Robert  Van  Arsdell, 
am  American  researcher  of  Celtic  times,  of  coin  hoards  of  the  rebellion 
period.  Boadicea  issued  a large  issue  to  pay  for  her  revolt  against 
the  invading  Roman  troops.  A revolt  that  scorched  the  earth  from 
Colchester  to  London,  slicing  through  the  Roman  9th  Legion,  ultimately 
massacred  70,000  Romans.  For  some  reason  the  warrior  queen  left  her 
name  off  the  coins  and  this  made  attributing  her  coins  impossible 
before  this.  Previously  the  coinage  of  two  types  of  "head/horse"  de- 
signs were  believed  to  have  been  struck  between  10  B.C.  and  A.D.  10. 
Hundreds  of  Boadicea' s coins  exist  today  so  advanced  col  lectors  should 
be  able  to  find  them  at  prices  ranging  from  $300.00.  Mr.  Van  Arsdell 's 
research  was  scheduled  to  be  published  by  Spink  & Sons  in  late  1987.

Jokan  Eiho  were  cast  copper  coins  of  Japan,  the  second  issue  of  Emperor 
Seiwa.  These  coins  were  issued  also  at  the  rate  of  one  new  coin  to 
ten  old  coins  in  870  A.D.  (12th  Year  of  Jokan?).  Jokan  Eiho  coin  was 
drawn  by  Fujiwara  Uj  i mi  chi  andcastfor  20  years.  (The  Jokan  Eiho  was 
the  smallest  and  crudest  of  the  coins  beginning  with  the  Wado  Kaichin 
issue,  being  about  3/4  diameter  and  half  the  thickness  of  this  coin 
and  worth  10,000  of  the  Wado  Kaichin.)

No.  41  - ROMANUS  III  ARGYRUS  (1028-1034) 

Little  is  known  of  Romanus  III  beyond  his  disastrous  campaign  in  Syria 
in  1031.  His  reign  was  taken  up  with  the  intrigues  of  his  wife  (Zoe) 
and  her  more  capable  sister,  Theodora,  of  whom  more  is  known  because 
of  the  historian  Psellus  who  wrote  then. 


Romanus  appointed  John  the  Eunuch  (a  Paphlagonian)  head  of  his  house- 
hold. This  latter  then  brought  in  his  handsome  brother  Michael  who 
caught  Zoe's  roving  eyes.  As  a result  Romanus  was  butchered  in  his 
bath  and  Zoe  at  once  married  Michael.  Rumors  said  the  Patriarch  had 
to  be  bribed.  Romanus  was  best  known  for  his  devotion  to  the  worship 
of  the  Virigin  and  he  founded  a famous  church  and  monastery,  St.  Mary 
Perebleptos.  What  was  left  of  the  church  became  Armenian  in  1780  and 
was  known  in  my  time  as  Sulu  Manastir. 

The  Coinage 

For  bronze  only  the  anonymous  coinage  was  struck. 

For  silver  and  gold  coinage  there  has  been  past  confusion  between  the 
coinage  of  Romanus  III  and  IV.  Much  of  this  has  been  identified  more 
recently  by  external  details,  such  as  gold  quality,  associated  with 
finds  of  other  coins  elsewhere  in  Europe.  Danish  copies  of  the  mi  1 - 
iaresion  design  are  another  factor.  One  or  two  varieties  are  known 
slightly  concave. 


Gold: 


Histamenon.  There  is  just  one  form,  the  obverse  being  an  enthroned 
figure  of  the  Christos  on  a square  backed  throne.  It 
has  the  usual  legend.

The  Dutch  authorities  in  the  Spice  Islands  counterstamped  some  Japanese 
provincial  coinage  gold  Keicho  era  Koban  with  a Rampant  Lion  left  to 
circulate  during  the  17th  century  in  the  islands  of  what  is  now  the 
island  nation  of  Indonesia.  This  piece  in  the  February  11th  1988  Spink- 
Taisei  auction  just  prior  to  the  Singapore  International  Coin  Convention 
must  be  close  to  unique,  and  was  hammered  down  for  the  equivalent  of 
US  $29,000.00.

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SAECULAR  GAMES  COINAGE  WITH  LIBER  AND  HERCULES 


R.  R.  Kutchev,  Lincoln , Nebraska , NI  #1289 

In  A.D.  203  Calpurnius  Maximus  introduced  a motion  to  the  Roman  Senate 
to  renew  the  Saecular  Games.  Agreement  was  finally  reached,  so  in  June 
of  204  Emperor  Septimius  Severus  and  his  family  began  the  ritual  declar- 
ations following  the  traditional  formulas  instituted  by  Augustus  in 
17  B.C.  Appropriately , the  two  presiding  gods  were  Liber  (Bacchus) 
and  Hercules,  the  two  guardian  deities  of  Severus'  hometown  of  Leptis 
Magna. 

Coins,  now  rare,  were  struck  with  Liber  standing  half-right,  holding  a 
cup  and  thrysus  with  a panther  seated  left,  catching  drops  from  the 
cup.  Hercules  is  standing  half-left,  facing  Liber,  Hercules  is  holding 
a club  that  is  resting  on  the  ground.  The  legend  is  "COS  III  LVDOS 
SAECVL  FEC".  Only  six  or  seven  coins  with  the  same  reverse  design,  but 


with  the  legend  "DI  PATRII"  are  also  known  to  exist  for  the  Severan 
family  from  these  games.  Rare  coins  with  the  same  two  deities,  but  in 
reversed  positions  and  the  legend  "DIS  AVSPICIB  TRPII  COS  II  PP"  are 
also  known  for  Severus,  but  these  coins  were  struck  about  194  A.D. 

One  author,  Eckhel  , thought  that  these  deities  shown  together  on  coins 
of  Septimius  Severus  are  only  the  "DII  AVSPICES"  type,  but  on  coins  of 
Caracalla  and  Geta  they  are  only  the  "DI  PATRII"  type,  where  it  is 
evident  that  the  two  princes  are  professing  the  worship  that  was  in- 
herited from  their  father.  It  is  now  known  that  this  assumption  was 
incorrect  as  several  coins  of  Severus  are  known  to  exist  with  this 
reverse  design  and  the  legend  "DII  PATRII".  One  of  these  coins  is 
even  dated,  with  the  obverse  legend  of  "SEVERVS  PIVS  AVG  P M TR  P XII".

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The  quality  of  the  articles  varies.  There  are  some  annoying  misprints 
and  an  awkward  use  of  the  Indian  language,  but  certainly  this  is  bet- 
ter than  having  to  learn  Hindi  or  one  of  the  many  languages  of  India 
if  the  authors  had  chosen  to  write  in  their  native  languages.  The 
quality  of  the  paper  is  good,  and  the  line  drawings  are  clear.  How- 
ever, the  quality  of  photographs  is  not  always  the  best.  Neverthe- 
less, if  you  collect  Indian  numismatic  material,  you  should  certainly 
consider  writing  to  the  Editor  and  adding  this  collection  to  your 
li brary.

The  authors  have  described  and  catalogued  African  metallic  money, 
shells,  beads,  cloth,  salt,  and  stones,  and  conclude  that  these  di- 
verse items  represent  one  aspect  of  the  multiplicity  of  traditional 
monetary  forms.  The  material  was  collected  from  west  Africa  includ- 
ing the  western  Sudan,  Guinea,  the  Ivory  Coast,  Dahomey,  and  Togo, 
from  central  Africa  including  the  Congo,  and  from  east  Africa  in 
Ethiopia.  The  typography  and  the  paper  is  up  to  the  usual  high 
standards  of  the  Hotel  des  Monnaies,  and  the  plates  are  superb,  es- 
pecially the  colored  plates  showing  the  colored  beads  used  as  money. 

A good  bibliography  is  included  as  well  as  three  maps.  If  you  are  a 
member  of  the  International  Primitive  Media  Society,  you  should  get 
this  book.  If  you  are  not,  and  you  think  you  might  enjoy  collecting 
this  type  of  material,  you  should  get  in  touch  with  John  E.  Lenker, 
Executive  Officer,  P.  0.
